Holds That Defendants Cannot 
Plead Guilty Without 
Indictments. 


LARGE CITIES NOT AFFECTED 


Amendment to the Penal Code 
Is Held Unconstitutional 
in Felony Cases.

. ELMIRA, N. Y., Nov. 20.— More 
than 9,000 persons now serving time 
in New York State prisons are ille- 
gally imprisoned, according to a rul- 
ing of the New York State Court of 
Apppeals, announced here tonight. 

©The Appeals branch upheld the de- 
cision of Supreme Court Justice Jo 
seph:D. Senn, declaring unconstitu- 


‘tional. an amendment to the State 


- Code permitting persons 
with a felony to plead guilty 


‘| ‘without having their cases consid- 


ered by the Grand Jury. 

Since the amendment became a 
part of the statute-on April 18, 1927, 
more than 9,000 persons have been 
committed to State penal institu- 
tions without having indictments re- 
turned against them. The constitu- 
tionality of the amendment had been 
previously upheld by Attorney Gen- 
eral Ottinger and on his recom- 
mendation county judges had ac- 
cepted pleas from persons not in- 
dicted. 

Justice Senn declared the amend- 
ment unconstitutional at a special 
session of Supreme Court here in 
February in a habeas corpus action 
brought by Patsy Battista of Broome 
County. Battista was confined in 
Elmira Reformatorv after pleading 
guilty to charges of burglary and 
grand larceny under the new amertd- 
ment. Later he obtained legal coun- 
sel from W. D. Hunt ‘of Syracuse, 
who brought the action and carried 
it to the Court of Appeals for final 
decision. 

The decision of the Appeals. Court 
which was handed down this after 
noon was communicated to Justice 
Senn, conducting a term: of Supreme 
Court here, who announced it 
night. 

The fact that more than 9,000 per- 
sons have been committed to State 
penal institutions since the amend- 
ment became effective was brought 
out at hearings before the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme 
which reversed Justice Senn’s de 
cision, and later before the Court of 
Appeals, which upheld it.

Election’s Mandate to President-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Herbert 
Hoover need not feel he owes 
any obligations to e Methodist 
Episcopal Church for the work it did 
in behalf of his election as Presi- 
dent, the Church’s Board of Temper- 
ance, Prohibition and Public Morals |! 
announces in its ‘‘clip-sheet,’”’ issued 
to newspapers for publicity purposes. 

“Mr. Hoover owes nothing to the 
Anti-Saloon League, the W. C. T. U., 
the Methodist Church, the Baptist 
Church or any other church or 
churches,” the statement reads. 
“These organizations fought for him 
because in fighting for him they 
fought for America.” 

“They are entitled to no rewards 
for doing their simple duty and they 
want none, save the privilege of all 
good citizens to uphold the hands of 
the Government in the task which 
lies ahead.”’ 


Points to Dry Law Enforcement. 


According to the board, ‘‘Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s mandate from the people to 
work out constructively a satisfac- 
tory enforcement of the prohibition 
law is emphatic, and we believe is 
welcome.”

LANCET EDITOR LECTURES. 


Advises Medical “Students to Be 
Well Grounded in Science. 


Sir Squire Sprigge, editor of The 
Lancet, famous medical. journal of 
London, lectured yesterday at the 
New York Post-Graduate Medical 
School and Hospital, Second Avenue 
and Twentieth Street, on continuity 
in the education of the medical stu- 
dent.

Anticipation of New Tariff Viewed Last ‘Tribute Paid to 15° Britons

tsin is suffering a business paralysis, 


due to political uncertainties, \ the 
radical labor menace and the con- 
tinued multiplication of taxes. 

Chinese merchants here; although 
faced with the likelihood of immense 
increases in import duties, early in 
the new year with the assumption of 
tariff‘autonomy, are buying nothing, 
even though advance orders of for- 
eign goods mean immense savings. 
They frankly say their reluctance to 
buy is due to distrust in the stability 
of the present régime and the fact 
that evidences of prosperity and buy- 
ing power only bring upon them 
extra taxes and: extortions... 

Taxation is multiplying here among 
the natives at an amazing rate due 
to the practice of the present author- 
ities of farming out the privileges of 
collection to favorites for tump ad- 
vance payments. Shipments to the 
interior meet new local transit tax 
stations within twenty miles of the 
city limits. Even river cargoés are 
held up for new taxes between here 
and the sea. 

Docks and warehouses are glutted 
with foreign flour, while a flour 
shortage exists in the city and all of 
the interior. This is due to a new 
farmed-out ‘‘inland tax’’ of 10 cents 
on every sack. The tax farmer was 
unsuccessful in collections so he ob- 
tained an order from Nanking to the 
customs affice that no flour could be 
cleared unless the new tax was paid 
in advance. Customs officials and

It was learned atthe office of the’ 
superintendent of the Children’s Vil- 
lage that the boy had been admitted 
there on a “short term commit- 


ment’’ on March 19. last, and re-|. 


mained there until March 25; There 
was nothing spectacular about ‘his 
escape, officials of the institution 
gaid. He just walked out during the 
night, probably because he was dis- 
heartened. 

“The short term commitment,” 
according to the. officiais, meant 
that the boy was merely detained at 
the institution pending further inves- 
tigation of his case;

‘YOUTH CIVILIZATION’ 
SEEN BY SOCIOLOGIST 


Dr. Ernest R. Groves Says Young 
Are Forced Into New Laxury 
by Social Environment. 





Stringent parental control is crum- 
Dling and Ja “youth civilization,” 
characterized by early sophistication 
and “self-contained interest,” is 
rising, according to Dr. Ernest R. 
Groves, who addressed the morning 
gession of the fortieth anniversary 
conference of the Child Study Asso- 
ciation of America yesterday at the 
Hotel Pennsylvania. Dr. Groves, 
who is professor of sociology at the 
University of North Carolina, spoke 
on ‘‘Recent Changes in the Status 
and Attitudes of Youth.” 

“The impulses of youth always 
@rive toward independence, and 
g@dolescence is a period when self- 
government must be finally achieved 
or maturity defeated,’’ the speaker 
said. ‘‘As a consequence, indecisive 
and weakened control of parents has 
sharpened the desire of youth to 
have greater freedom.”’ 

The result. of Fo agen policy, 
youth’s impulse and the changed so- 
eial environment is, Dr. Groves said, 
a “youth civilization.”” ‘Denied the

SWEARS SHIP LEAKED BEFORE. 


Waiter Tells Tuttle Half-Door Let In 
Water fer Seven Months. 


Isaac James Scott, a saloon waiter 
who had made three previous voy- 
ages on the Vestris and had been on 
the crew seven months, made the 
statement at United States Attorney 
Tuttle’s inquiry before Federal Com- 
riissioner O’Neill, that the half-door 
described by previous witnesses as 
the source of one: of the bad leaks 
on the Vestris had leaked on pre- 
vious voyages whenever the ship en- 
countered heavy weather. On’ the 
fatal voyage, he said, the crew had 
never been assigned to lifeboat posts, 
but he explained that the storm had 
prevented this at the customary time.

Small Hatches Uncovered. 


The witness testified that small 
hatches leading to the bunkers from 
the alley near the leaking half-door 
were uncovered, in answer to ques- 
tions by Captain McConkey, nautical 
expert representing the British Gov- 
érnment. Mr. Tuttle resumed ques- 
tioning the witness, and elicited the 
information that the hatches . were 
along the floor of the alleyway run- 
ning across the ship, and had never 
been covered, so far as the witness 
knew. The nearest hatch was about 
four feet from the half-door, and 
each hatch was about four feet 


square. There were rods at the cor- 
ners, and a chain ran around each 
hatch to prevent persons from. fall- 
ing through. 

On Monday morning, the witness 
said, the hatches were covered with 
canvas. Questioned by Captain Jes- 
sop, nautical expert for the United 
States Government, he explained that 
the hatches had coamings, and the 
canvas was battened down over the 
coamings. 

Captain Jessop also questioned the 
witness further on the lowering ‘of 
lifeboat 4, 
getting it down the remaining few 
feet to the water was on the boat 
deck rather than ‘in the boat.

Another Testifies on Leaks.

He had made three 
full trips, he said; and repairs which 
he reported as necessary were never 
made during that. time. 

“As a matter of opinion, I always 
thought the Vestris had a slight list 
to starboard, on all the previous voy- 
ages, a very, very slight list,’’ he 
said at the very beginning of his 
examination.

Questioned on Port Covers. 


After further questioning about the

In reply tefurther questions, Mr. 
Williams explained that all passen- 
get ships trading to and from Brit- 
sh ports are thoroughly inspected by 
Board of Trade ———— at least 
once a year. All oc 


passengers underwent a further sur- 
vey, he asserted, «before beginning 
each voyage. All British ‘liners car- 
ried boats for all aboard, and also 
rafts sufficient to carry ‘one-fourth 
of the persons aboard. 

Asked by another member whether 
the Board of Trade was not becom- 
ing alarmed by the frequent com- 
plaints of the overlooking of faults, 
Mr. Williams said he did not believe 
them.

“Sir: After my attention had been calied to a. let- 
ter sent out to several horsemen by a Miami attorney, 
“which letter was intended to discourage the shipment 
_of race horses to this city, I have made a.careful. in- 
vestigation of the situation as regards racing at 
—— 


“After a careful survey of the leading business and 
professional men of this city and other influential 


reason nor any basis, of facts to justify this letter. 
‘A careful canvas furnishes proof that the people here 
are overwhelmingly in favor of horse racing and the 
meeting of fifty-one days that is to be run at Hialeah, 
beginning Jan. 17, 

“I.can assure you the people here realize. a. tourist 
city must have major attractions and more than 100,- 
000 visitors.are necessary to fill our hotel and apart- 
ment capacity, so naturally every effort is being made 
to attract as many people as possible to Miami during 
the Winter season. I have discussed this matter. with. 
the directors of- the Miami Jockey Club after having 
presented the petition to them asking for horse racing 
and assure you the meeting will be conducted at the 
Hialeah track this Winter and horsemen need not fear 
or pay attention to any reports that may be sent out 
to the contrary, 

“A citizens’ committee has been formed to guper- 
vise the. meeting and will cooperate to the fullest ex- 
tent. with the management of the Miami Jockey Club 
in carrying on the meeting in a satisfactory manner 
to all concerned. 

““‘We hope to see you in Miami this Winter and as- 
sure you of full cooperation to make the race meet a 
banner one. Yours very truly, E. G. Sewell, Mayor.” 


The Penalty for Non-Starters. 


There is the threat, of course, that the reformers 
who ran the thoroughbreds off the track‘ and out of

am decision of the Cambridge University Boat 
Club to give up the use of fixed seats in the February 
inter-college races strikes a crue! blow at the orthodox 
traditions of English rowing. Up to this time the 
foremost English rowing authorities have adyocated 
a period of fixed-seat rowing as a necessary training 
for rowing on éliding seats. Therefore, the February 
inter-college races at Oxford and Cambridge have been 
rowed on fixed seats for over 100 years, while the 
June inter-college races were put on sliding seats fifty 
years ago. Every man rowing in the Oxford and Cam- 
bridge varsity eights this year will have gone through 
at least one season of rowing on fixed seats. 

“During the past three years the Cambridge crews 
have failed at Henley Regatta to come: up to the 
standard of the eights produced by the foremost Lon- 
don rowing clubs. These metropolitan clubs do not 
use the fixed seat as part of their training. The 
Thames Rowing Club. eight, which won the Grand 
Challenge Cup at Henley last June and only ‘lost. to 
California in the Olympic final by halt a length, spent 
their whole period of practice on sliding seats. There- 
fore there has grown up at Cambridge a feeling of dis- 
satisfaction with the fixed seat as a training factor 
and a desire to substitute for it a short sliding seat.

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OUR TRADE WITH SOUTH 
AMERICA. 

While Mr. Hoover will doubtless 
lay special stress on friendly rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Latin America, it is well to remem- 
ber that the commercial ties be- 
tween the two -have become closer 
than ever during the last fifteen 
years. There was a well understood 
tendency for the United States, dur- 
ing the war, to take the place of 
Germany and England in South 
American commerce, But that this 
advantage has persisted is not so 
generally known. Although complete 
statistical information for last year 
is not yet available, reports for 
1926 and preceding years clearly 
indicate the trend. Whereas in 1913 
we furnished 16.2 per cent of South 
America’s imports, in 1926 our share 
was 29.1 per cent. Of South Amer- 
ica’s exports we took 17.1 per cent 
in 1918 and 27.5 per cent in 1926. 
This is, in both classes, greater than 
Great Britain’s share of South 
American trade in 1913. 

In individual countries the pre- 
ponderance of American trade is 
even greater. In 1926 we furnished 
46.2 per cent of Peru’s trade, 
whereas in 1913 we had only 28.8 
per cent. Our share of the trade of 
the Central American countries is 
much greater, running from 50 per 
cent to as high as 80 per cent of 
their total imports and exports. This 
increase in our Latin-American 
trade has been accompanied by a 
great increase in the amount of 
American capital invested in Latin 
America. The sum total, including 
Cuba ‘and Mexico, is now over 
$5,000,000,000, whereas in 1913 it 
was less than $1,500,000,000. In 
Chile and Argentina our investments 
are about $500,000,000 each.. In 
other countries they are correspond- 
ingly large. 

Intimately bound up with these 
changes in trade and- investment is 
the fact that the United States has 
been undergoing a radical change in 
its relations with the world. For- 
merly an exporter of raw materials 
and foodstuffs and an importer of 
manufactured goods, the United 
States is now preponderantly an 
importer of raw materials of all 
sorts and an exporter of manufac- 
tured goods, As. the raw materials 
and foodstuffs which we now need 
are to be found in large quantities 
in Latin America, it is only natural 
that our purchases there have been 
enlarged. And as they need the sort 
of manufactured articles which we 
can profitably export, we have nat- 
urally shipped increasing volumes 
of goods to them. We have become 
more of a competitor of Europe 
both in the field of raw materials 
and in the markets for our finished 
products.

Exports of planes and parts 
for the first eight months of the 
year were valued at $2,606,603, an 
increase over the same period in 
1927 of $700,000. ‘In Europe,” says 
the manager of a Western motor 
plant, “the giant flying craft is bet- 
“ter developed than in the United 
“States; but in almost every other 
“line America excels.” 

In countries like. Germany and 
Sweden, where safety first is the 
rule, travelers who can afford the 
extra expense do not hesitate to 
patronize the plane. Sweden has a 
record of 940,000 miles flown with= 
out an accident. In Russia govern- 
ment officials use the plane when- 
ever.time can be gained. A long list 
of: European heads of state and 
Cabinet Ministers who fly could be 
given. President HINDENBURG often 
travels by’ air; so does President 
MASARYK of Czechoslovakia. 

If the American people have been 
slow in taking to the air, they are 
making up for lost time. It must 
be admitted that ‘security is not so 
assured as in Europe. With im- 
provement in that direction, flying 
will be the vogue here. We lead the 
world in automobile sales and may 
expect a world-wide demand for our 
airplanes. A sign of confidence in 
the future is the tendency toward 
consolidation of aeronautical plants, 
It promises to check unwise invest- 
ments in mushroom enterprises.

THE UNIVERSE’S CENTRE. 


In the early days of man he sup- 
posed that sun, moon and stars 
moved about his nomad tent in the 
desert, or the huddled houses of his 
city, as the centre of his universe. 
The stars controlled the destiny 
of the individual human being 
over whom the sky shut down as 
“an inverted cup.” Even after the 
Copernican system was adopted in 
theory and mah began to have a 
shuddering sense of the immensity 
of. the universe, the centre was 
transferred from earth to sun—an 
affront to the senses which many a 
Fundamentalist cannot even yet tol- 
erate. Now comes the announce- 
ment by Professor SHAPLEY of the 
Harvard Observatory that the sun it- 
self is 47,000 light-years away from 
the centre—a light-year being the 
distance traveled by light in an 
earth-year. As light travels at a 
speed of 186,000 miles a second, this 
would mean that the earth is some- 
what more than 250,000,000,000,000,- 
000 miles from the centre of the uni- 
verse and that light which left Sag- 
ittarius a few years before man 
“began to do business on the earth 
“in somewhat like his present 
shape” ‘has just reached it. [If 
one seeks a more comprehensive 
scale, let him take the arithmetic of 
which Sir EDWIN ARNOLD speaks in 
“The Light of Asia’:

Would fall on all the world by daily 
rain. 

“What is man that Thou art 
mindful of him?” was asked by one 
who lived in a geocentric world. He 
would put the question ¢ven more 
awesomely in this new universe of 
astronomical distances, a universe 
which Professor HUuBBLE of the 
Mount ‘Wilson Observatory has 
called a “universe of universes,” 
“ each one of which contains millions 
of suns,” and some of which are 
{not a mere 50,000 light-years distant 
but 200,000,000 light-years. It is 
enough to dumfound even those who 
tare~“-of- imagination all compact.” 
Only scientists can comprehend such

HAPPY WOMEN, 

It is so difficult to get a pair of 
debaters together in their point of 
view about even the most concrete 
and practical of subjects that one 
wonders at the courage of The 
Forum in inviting a debate on an 
abstraction. In the December num- 
ber Mrs. BERTRAND RUSSELL and 
Mrs. CORRA HARRIS say yes and no 
respectively to “Are the women of 
“today happier than their grand- 
“mothers?”

Yet 
today, in comfort and comparative 
luxury, she might look back on it 
through a rosy mist and insist that 
it was happier than her own present 
life or that of her vigorous daugh- 
ters and flighty granddaughters.

If greater leisure time made fer 
greater happiness, there is not a 
doubt that women would be happier 
now than they used to be. For those 
who have learned to use their leisure 
wisely, it is a blessing.

Some of them appear to use their 
spare time in meditating on whether 
they are as happy as they should be.

AWAIT FACTS CALMLY. 


Hasty Judgment Should Be Delayed 
In Vestris Case.. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the spectacular history of New 
York’s so-called yellow journalism, 
it seems to me that no story has 
ever evoked such violent headlines, 
unwarranted condemnation or .s0 
much unsupported surmise as that 
of the tragig loss of the Vestris. 

In reading three different papers on 
one day last week I noticed that the 
batch of bright ideas -prominently 
spread across front pages included: 

1. A serious claim that the Vestris 
sank owing to the explosion aboard 
of contraband ammunition destined 
for guerrilla warfare in some un- 
named South American republic. 

2. The serious and, it seems to me, 
disgraceful suggestion. that the man- 
agers of the line not only ignored 
warnings alleged to have been sent 
to them by Captain Carey to the ef- 
fect that his ship was badly damaged, 
but ruthlessly ordered him to pro- 
ceed. 

3. A spectacular and entirely un- 
founded story that Chief Officer 
Johnson of the Vestris and his fel- 
low officers whose. evidence was 
needed for Mr. Tuttle’s inquiry had 
been “‘hidden by the line’’ and that 
it was only ‘‘after pressure had been 
applied’? that the men were ‘“‘sur- 
rendered.’”” It has been clearly 
shown that all the officers were 
quietly resting at the Hotel Holley, 
where they have been staying since 
their arrival in New York. 

It may be. asserted that the jour- 
nals in which such stories have been 
printed are known to-be'of'a sensa- 
tional character and that such state- 
ments have not been taken seriously. 
But I claim that such. papers are 
read every day in America by mil- 
lions of people who undoubtedly at- 
tach a considerable degree of cre- 
dence to what they see. printed and 
that the misunderstandings and er- 
roneous judgments aroused by the 
publication of such irresponsible, if 
,|not malicious, fabrications do not 
help international- understanding, if 
they do not actually increase inter- 
national misunderstanding. 

The shipwreck was a tragic affair, 
and the blame of the responsible 
parties should undoubtedly be deter- 
mined.

Hague Laughs at Talk of Jail. 


Mayor Hague attended the City 
Commission meeting until after 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. When 
he emerged he denied to reporters 
that any arrangement had been made 
for his voluntary appearance before 
the Legislature and jested about the 
Possibility of his arrest. When a 
friend asked him what he would like 
if he went to jail he answered laugh- 
ingly, 

*“*Well, I have done a lot of favors 
for people in my time.

LOAN CLUB OFFICIAL 
SLAIN AT MEETING 


Three Intruders Escape After 
Shooting Walter Selonick 
in Avenue B Office. 


20 OF SOCIETY QUESTIONED 


Unaware That Secretary Had Any 
Enemies and Fall to Throw 
Light on Crime. 





Walter Selonick, 35 year sold, of ' 
4,410 Twelfth Avenue, Brooklyn, was 
shot to death last night at a meeting 
of the Majestic Benevolent and Loan 
Association of which he was the 
financial secretary. 

Twenty of the sixty members of 
the association, which lends money 
to shopkeepers, were at the meeting 
in a two-room apartment on the sec- 
ond floor of 183 Avenue B, when 
three men appeared suddenly in the 
doorway and one fired a pistol, the 
bullet striking Selonick in the neck. 

Harry J Newman of 111 Enwood 
Place, the Bronx, the recording sec- 
retary, saw the door swing open and 
shouted a warning when one of the 
trio raised a pistol. Then he ducked 
behind a table. Others also scram- 
bled for cover. After the shot the 
trio slammed the door, dashed down 
the stairs and escaped. 

“‘Who’s shot?’’ inquired Newman, 
emerging from behind the table. 

“I am,” replied Selonick and col- 


When.the police arrived they found 
a .45 calibre automatic pistol] in the 
hallway on the ground floor. No one, 
however, had seen the three men 


leave the building, nor were any of 
the members of the association able 
to throw any light on the affair. 
Selonick, so far as they knew, had 
no enemies, they said. At a late 
hour last night they were all being 
held at the police station for further 
questioning. : 

The police were mystified as te the 
motive of the murder.

200,000,000 annually for this system, 
a tenth of what the entire nation is 
the fact on public schools, despite 
the fact that the city’s population 
is less than 6 per cent of the nation’s 
population.
